In 1956, a bibhography containing 243 references to Utah aquatic 
biology was compiled by the author (Christensen 1956). This is the 
second bibhography dealing with Utah aquatic biology and it supple- 
ments the 1956 bibliography. This second bibliography contains 390 
references dated prior to December 31, 1961. Most of these references 
are to papers written since 1956. The total number of citations to 
Utah aquatic biology in these two bibliographies is 633. Twenty- 
seven unsigned articles are cited. 

The publications of aquatic biological investigations in Utah are 
scattered in many journals, some of which have lmited circulation. 
A large number of the references are to theses and processed papers. 
Most of the papers are brief. Reports and abstracts are common. 
Some semi-popular articles are included. A few papers dealing with 
some aspects of mosquito control and disease transmittion by vectors 
are not included.
